As a relevant 19th cen- © 


tury depiction of life down 
amongst the old magno- 
lias, “Beulah Land's” Pey- 
ton Place interpretation is 
more accurately described 
as a pre-Civil War Sodom 
And Gomorrah. 


At best, “Beulah Land” is 


a bawdy simple-minded 
adult entertainment, which 
1 do not recommend for the 
indiscriminate viewing of 
youngsters. At worst, it's a 
harmless bore.

It is a message which holds special sig- 
nificance this election year. In key elec- 
tions at all levels of government, blacks 
have the potential to exert enormous bal- 
lot box power. This presidential election, 
coming at the beginning of a new decade 


. and at a time of economic crisis, is of 


great importance to all Americans. Per- 
haps for the first time since 1964, the 
major candidates offer the voters some 
clear choices in terms of their philoso- 
phies, programs, and personalities. We 
ignore these choices at our peril. 

Jordan's message is a significant in yet 
another sense. The National Urban 
League, which .he heads, is one of 85 
national organizations comprising the 
National Coalition on Black Voter Partici- 
pation, sponsor of the nationwide Opera- 
tion Big Vote Crusade. 

Working in 50 target areas, located in 
17 states where 322 electoral votes are up 
for grabs, OBV's message to black Amer- 
ica is not only “register and vote” but 
“let's do it together.”

| Cincy Judge Bill Ok’ed 


Before recessing until after the Nov. 4th 
general elgction, the Ohio Senate passed a bill 
that could ultimately result in the selection of 
two black Hamilton County Municipat Court 
Judges. The measure, H:B. 961, provides for 
the election of four new judges, two in 1981 
and two in 1983, along with a new Domestic 
Relations Court judge in the county. 

Introduced by Rep. William Mallory, House 
Majority leader and approved earlier in the 
House, the bill is seen as a means of easing 
complaints of Cincinnati black leaders who 
argue that a black could not be elected under 
the present at-lafge system. 

Although the bill failed to carry such a pro- 
vision, according to inside sources, an agree- 
ment was worked out providing for the two 
appointees to be black. One must bea Repub- 
lican and one a Democrat, according to the 
source. ‘

lition on Black Voter Participation (organ- 
ized May 5, 1976) determined that a.suc- 
cessful voter mobilization effort depends 
upon well organized and aggressive local 
activities aimed at black people where 
they live, work, worship and study. Voter 
education, registration and turnout cam- 
‘paigns must be waged “in the trenches.” 
is the way some veterans, like the 
NAACP's Dr. W.C. Patton, put it. 

Preparing to wage a campaign “in the 
trenches," the National Coalition has 
identified 50 target cities in which to 
launch OBV coalitions. In some of these 
cities, successful voter mobilization pro- 
grams already existed. They joined the 
OBV venture. In other cities new coali- 
tions were fashioned from local 
leadership. ; ; 

These 50 cities were chosen on the 
basis of several practical considerations; 
size of the potential black vote; past polit- 
ical behavior, and significance of the 
state's electoral vote. Many more cities 
might have been chosen but the National 
Coalition limited its selection because it

We hope that in 
‘future years an even broader coalition of 
national organizations and an expanded

aspect of OBV is extremely important: 
There is strength in numbers, to be sure,

integrity of the individual coalition partic- 
ipants. This approach minimizes issues of 
turf and.ego and offers the broadest 
possible leadership base for the black 
community as a whole. 

The National Coalition; including its 
OBV program, was created as an ongoing 
activity - not just a one-time, single shot 
exercise. The goal is to institutionalize 


tion program based On a variety of educa- 
tional activities, registration drives, and 
get-out-the-vote campaigns. 

In his book, The Politics of Black Amer- 
ica, Dr. Milton Morris presents persuasive 
evidence that one-time, single-shot voter 
participation Campaigns among blacks, 
generally just prior to an election, are not 
as effective, efficient and -conomical as 
year-round activities. a 

Moreover, if political participation is to 
‘continue to be the new cutting edge of the 
civil rights movement, we should be pre- 
pared to work at it day in and day out. The 
first place to start is in the trenches where 
the ballot is our best weapon. '

The experience of the last recession is 
instructive. Then, the relatively small number 
of black middle class families declined. 

Another result of that recession was a per- 
manent private sector job loss for black men. 
A National Urban League research study 
summarizes that dismal story. : 

Between 1974 and 1977 -- or from the reces- 
sion'strough to wellinto the recovery period 


' .. the economy created over five million new 


jobs. Over three and a half million were in the 
private sector. 

In that time too, the black working age popu- 
ation incres ififteen percent. But blacks 
didn't get fifteen percent of the new jobs. 
Instead, they got only eight percent. ~ 

And in the private sector, their share of the 
new jobs was even lower. Most disastrous, and 
most werrying as we endure a new recession, 
black men suffered a net job loss of eleven 
percent in private sector employment. 

in other words, for every ten black men hold- 
ing private sector jobs at the beginning of the 
last recession, only nine were employed in the 
private sector after the end of the recession -- 
and at a time when the economy was sup- 
posedly on the upswing. 

Blackfunemployment rates, just under dou- 
ble the white rates at the start of the recessiqn, 
jumped to almost two and a kalf times the 


white rate and stayed there. 


And: that's only: part of the story. Official 


unermpl ent figures are based on very nar- 
TOW definitions of who is unemployed. Many 
workers who give up searching for jobs that 
‘aren't there are excluded from the work force 
and simply not counted. 

That hidden unemployment means the offi- 
cial thirteen percent jobless rate for blacks is 
actually well over twenty percent. 

So blacks entered the 1980 recession with 
levels of unemployment that already exceed 
anyone's definition of a recession. And the 
small, struggling black middle class is espe- 


cially vulnerable. For black people, this reces- 


sion may prove to be a major Depression.
